While the Tribune Is a great news 


paper, and Is so recognized through 
out the West, Its record as a repub- 
lican ""Journal is not above criticism. 
The paper. Is, so much of a reformer 
that its Influence Is weak. > Is so 
vlrtlous on political questions that It 
frequently leans the wrong way. Par 
ty loyalty Is not a part of its creed. 
If the acts of a republican governor 
meet approvall, he Is complimented; 
If not, he is maligned and abused. 
The civic federation Is a greater or- 
ganization'."than'the republican party 
and a reform' candidate Is supported 
for city office, at the expense of a 
party member, who possesses moral 
standing In equal worth. The candi- 
date foivthe council are selected and 
supported without reference to party 
nominations. To put it in a unt shell 
the Tribune Is "too pure" to be loyal 
to the party that It claims to serve. 


H is to be expected that It would 


take exception to the statement made 
by Professor Judson, 
because the 


word machine has long been a night 
mare In" the Tribune office.. 
The pro- 


lessor, however. Is right In his prem 
ires. .It Is evident to any thinking 
man, whose hide Is lose enough to 
absorb 
anything 
In the practical 


school "of everyday observation, that 
organization Is necessary to the suc- 
cess of any enterprise.. 


Thla fact is so thoroughly recog- 


nized in the business world, that it 
Is not only adopted, 
but 
practiced 


f.o completely, that no one questions 
Its utility. Call It a machine, a board 
of directors, a little group of officials, 
or a one-man power ns superintend 
ent, it all amounts to the same thing. 
No corporation would attempt to do 
business without small concentration 
of energy nnd ability. 


What is true In business is equally 


true in the social and religious world 
Every 
club has Its promoters, and 


every church Us officiary. 


. You might ns well try to run a 
political party without organization 
as to run the railroad in the same 
happy-go-lucky manner. There 
are 


plenty' of -people known aa kickers 
who couUl manage a railroad better 
than It. Is managed, and who would 
not heslf'ate to take a whirl at the 
Universe If the good Lord would only 
give them a chance. People who are 
never In harmony with anything but 
their own sublime egotism. When n 


• newspaper takes on this sort of self 


righteousness the situation becomes 
icdlculous 


If the republican party has a weak- 


ness today. It Is lack of thorough 
organization. 
The'machinery of the 


party should be so complete and so 
well adjusted. that:frlctlon would be 
an unknown. quantity; The party in 
Wisconsin has Buffered for years for 
lack of proper organization and man- 
agement. The democratic party Is
